TITLE FIRST. 
OF THE BOUNDARIES. AND CIVIL DIVISIONS OF THE CITY. 


1. Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assembly of the 
State of New Jersey, That all that district of country, in the 
county of Mercer, contained within the boundary lines of 
the city of Trenton, as now established by law, shall con- 
tinue to be a city by the name of the city of Trenton, and 
all the inhabitants of this state, within the limits aforesaid, 
and their successors forever, shall be a body politic and cor- 


“porate in law and in fact, by the name of “'I'he inhabitants 


of the city of Trenton,” and that by that name, they and 
their successors forever, shall have perpetual succession, and 
shall be persons in law capable of suing and being sued, 
pleading and being impleaded, answering and being answered 
unto, detending and being defended in all courts ‘and places 
whatsoever, in all manner of actions, suits, complaints, mat- 
ters and causes whatsoever, and that they and their succes- 
sors, may have a common seal, and alter the same at their 
pleasure, and also by their cor porate’ name aforesaid, shall be 
in law capable of purchasing, holding and conveying any 
estate, real or personal, for the public use of the said corpora-

An act to-authorize the inhabitants of School District Num- 
ber Five, in the township of Bridgewater, county of Som- 
erset (Somerville), to elect a Board of Kducation. 


1. Be rr enacten by the Senate and General Assembly ¥ OF the sect on of 
State of New Jersey, That the taxable male inhabitants of education. 
the Somerville school district, being district number five, in 
the township of Bridgewater, in the county of Somerset, in- 
corporated under the act entitled ‘ ‘An act to establish pub- 
lic schools,” shall elect by ballot at their next annual dis- 
trict meeting by a plurality of votes, ten discreet and suit- 
able persons taxpayers in gaid school district, who together 
with the trustees now in office (until the expiration of their 
respective terms) shall constitute a board of education for 
said school district; that said board at their first meeting 
after their election, or ag soon thereafter as may be practic- 
able, shall divide themselves into five classes, and they shall 
determine by lot which of said classes shall hold office for 
the term of one, two, three, four or five years respectively, 
and that at the annual district meeting in every year there- 
after, such meeting shall elect a sufficient number of such 
board to fill the then existing vacancies, which board of ed- 
ucation shall have all the powers of school trustees under 
existing laws and such other powers as are hereby expressly 
eranted,

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CHAPTER CCLXIX. 


An act entitled an act to establish a police district in the 
county of Hudson, and to provide for the government 
thereof. 


l. Be rr enacren by the Senate and General Assembly of the oy.04 ais- 
State of New Jersey, That all that.portion of Hudson county wict. 
~now known as the city of Jersey City, and all such portions: 
as may hereafter be annexed to said city, is hereby consti- 
tuted and set apart for the purposes of police government 
and discipline therein, and shall be known and designated 
as the Hudson River Police District of the State of New 
Jersey. 

2. And be ti enacted, That the powers and duties connected commis- 
with and incident to the police government and discipline of °°" 
said district, shall be as hereinafter specially provided, vested 
in and exercised by a board of commissioners of police, a 
chief of police and such number of patrolmen not exceed- 
ng fifty as the said commissioners may appoint. : 

And be it enacted, That on or before. the first of April, Appoint 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six, and thereafter as may be commis _ 
necessary, the governor shall nominate, and by and with the *°"** 
advice and consent of the senate, shall appoint from among 
the electors of the city of Jersey City three competent and 
judicious persons as commissioners of police, who shall con- 
stitute the board of commissioners of police, and two of 
them shall form a quorum for the transaction of business ; 
the governor shall fill any vacancy that may occur during 
the recess of the senate by appointing a commissioner or 
' commissioners to serve until the next meeting of the legis- 
lature after said vacancy shall occur, when the governor, by 
and with the advice and consent of the senate, shall fill the 
unexpired term, and any one of the commissioners may at 
any time be removed by the governor for eco and suiticient 
reasons to be by him assigned in writing and a copy of the 
same to be filed i in the office of the secretary of state, but — 
no commissioner shall be removed on account of his politi- 
cal or religious belief. 

4, And be it enacted, That the said commissioners shall, Term ot 
after having been duly appointed, assemble together in the ae 
office of the city clerk of Jersey ey and proceed to draw 
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lots for three terms of office, for three, four and five years 
respectively, from the date of their appointment ; and atthe — 
expiration of each of said terms the full term succeeding. 
shall be three years. 

5. And be tt enacted, That any one of said commissioners 
who shall, during his term of office , accept or hold any other 
place of public trust or emolument within the elective fran- 
chise of the county of Hudson, or city of Jersey City, or 
who shall be publicly nominated for any such office and 
does not decline such nomination within five days succeed- 

g the same, shall in either case be deemed to have resigned 
his office of commissioner, and the governor shall proceed 
as in the case of vacancy. 

6. And be tt enacted, That the said terms of office having 
been determined by lot, as aforesaid, each commissioner shall 
file in the office of the secretary of state a sworn certificate 
of such result, and the secretary of state shall thereupon 
issue to each of said commissioners a proper commission of 
appointment for the term specified by lot, and on receipt 
thereof the said’ commissioners shall take and subscribe to 
the oath required by the constitution for judicial officers, 
which oath and verification shall be forwarded in original 
to the oftice of the secretary of state, and each commissioner 
appointed hereafter shall be commissioned as herein pro- 
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. Ant be tt enacted, That the commissioners shall have 
ne power and control of appointments and dismissals from 
the police force as hereinafter provided (except in the case 
of the present chief of police, whoge term of office shall not 
be affected by this act); but at the expiration .of said term 
of office it shali no longer be elective, but shall -be filled: 
by recommendation of the board of commissioners to the 
governor, who shall, if he approve the acttgn of the commis- 
sioners, issue his certificate of appointment to such person 
a copy of which shall be filed in the office of the secretary 
of state. :

among the citizens as may be desirable to serve not longer 
than forty-eight hours; and during the continuance of such 
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special service they shall be possessed of allthe powers and 
privileges pertaining to and perform all the duties required 
of the regular force of the district, and their compensation 
shall not exceed two dollars and fifty cents per diem, and 
.they may be continned in service longer than forty-eight 
hours by order of the commissioners, ~* ©. SO 

9. And be it enacted, That each member. of the Hudson Who may be 
river police force shall hold office during good behaviour, piicemen 
and shall be liable to removal from the force only after writ-

An act to amend an act entitled “A. supplement to ‘An act 
authorizing the appointment of commissioners to lay out 
and map streets, avenues and squares in that part of Ber- 
gen township south of the Morris canal, in the county of 
Hudson, ” which said supplement was approved March 
twenty-third, eighteen hundred and sixty-four. 


~ Wuersas, certain sections of said supplement are deemed 
indefinite aud lable to be misunderstood and miscon- 

strued ; therefore, : | . 

1. Be rr unacren by the Senate and General Assembly of the 
State of New Jersey, That from and after the passage of this 
act, the said supplement, approved March twenty-third, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-four, shall be amended, and as 
amended the said act and the preamble thereto shall read 
as follows, viz: whereas, by the act to which this is a supple- 
ment, certain commissioners were appointed to survey and 
map all that part of the township of Bergen which lies 
south of the Morris canal, to mark the same out into streets, 
avenues and squares of such width, extent and direction as 
to them should seem most conducive to the public good ; 
and whereas, as the said commissioners named in the suid 
act have performed the duties imposed upon them by the 
said act,and have deposited maps of their said survey in 
the clerk’s office of the county of Hudson, and in the office 
of the secretary of state at Trenton, as required by the said 
act; and whereas, it is desirable that the said streets, aven- 
ues and squares should from time’to time be opened to the

passage of the said act has been erected into a separate 
township by the name of Bayonne; therefore, 

2. And be it enacted, That whenever ten or more persons, 
being freeholders and residents in the said township .of 
Bayonne, in the county of Hudson, shall think it necessary 
or conducive to the public good, to have any of the streets, 
avenues or squares laid out by the said commissioners named 
in the said act to. which this is a supplement, opened for 
public use, it shall be lawful for the said persons to make 
application in writing to the judge of the circuit court of 
the said county of Hudson, either in term time, or in vaca- 
tion, having given notice for at least ten days of such in- 
tended application and also of the time and place at which 
said application is intended to be made by advertisement 
under their hands, set up in three of the most public places 
in the neighborhood of the said street, avenue or square, in 
said township of Bayonne for the appointment of commis- 
sioners to open said street, avenue or square, and the said 
judge upon such application being made to him and on due 
proof that notices of such application has been set up as 
herein required, shall nominate aud appoint three intelli- 
gent, judicious. and disinterested freeholders of the said 
township of Bayonne, commissioners to view the said street, 
avenue or square and determine whether the same shall be 
opened or not; provided, that no person shall be appointed a 


‘commissioner under this act who has-any interest in any of 


the lands which will be taken for said street, avenue or 
square ; provided, further, that the commissioners shall in no 
case Open any streets, avenues or squares when five-eighths 
of the owners of property in value on the line of such 
street, avenue or squares shall object thereto in writing. 

3. And be it enasied, That the said commissioners, upon 
receiving notice of their appointment as aforesaid, shall ap- 
point a time, not more than ten days from the date of their 
appointment, where persons interested in the said street, 
avenue or square may be heard before them on the merits 
of the said application to open the same, and they shall give

notice of the time and place of such hearing by advertise- 
ment in writing, signed- by at least two of said applicants, 
and set up in three of the most public places in the neigh- 
borhood of said street, avenue or square, in the said town- 
ship of Bayonne, six days before such time of hearing; and 
if the said commissioners shall determine to open the said 
street, avenue or square they shall certify the same to the 
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said circuit court, as hereafter provided, and shall make an 
assessment of the damages the owner of any land or real 
estate will sustain by reason of the opening of the said 
street, avenue or square over and above the benefits he will 
derive therefrom, and shall estimate what sum in their judg- 
ment may be reasonably required to actually open said 
street, avenue or square, as hereinafter mentioned, and to 
regulate and grade the same for use as a public street, ave- 
nue or square, according to a grade in each case to be estab- 
lished by the township committee, which said damages and es- 
timate, together with all expenses incurred in or arising from 
the said proceedings, they shall assess as equitably as may be 


upon the owner or owners of any lands or real estate, in the | 


neighborhood of the said street, avenue or square which in 
their opinion will be benefited thereby, as nearly as may be, 
in proportion to the benefits which the said land of each of 
the said owners shall be deemed by them to have derived 
from the opening of the said street, avenue or square, and 
shall certity under their hands the said damages, estimate 
and expenses so assessed, and each of them separately and 
in the aggregate, together with a survey and map of the said 
street, avenue or public square so opened by them, on which 
shall be marked the lots or parcels of land taken for the 
- sald street, avenue or square, and the lots or parcels bene- 
fited thereby, distinguishing each lot or piece by numbers 
on said map to the circuit court of the county of Hudson at 
the next term thereof, which certificate, if approved by the 
said court, shall be filed in the clerk’s office of the county 
of Hudson, when the same shall be recorded by the said 
clerk. | 
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4, And be it enacted, That in case the said commissioners Township 


‘at the ‘time of opening any such street, avenue or public 
square, shall be of opinion that the same is a general benefit 
to the said township of Bayonne at large, they shall have 
power to assess upon said township the whole or such part or 
portion of the damages, estimate and expenses awarded by 
them as they shall deem equitable and just; the remaining 
part, if any, of the said damages, estimate and expenses to be 
_ assessed as hereinbefore provided ; and in that case said town- 
ship shall be bound to pay the amount so assessed againstit, at 
the same time with the land owners who may also have been 
assessed therefor; and the township committee of the said 
township of Bayonne shall have power and authority to pro- 
vide by taxation for the payment of any assessments which

5. And be it enacted, That a copy of the return of said 
commissioners, certified by the clerk of the said county of 
Hudson, shall, within ten days after the same shall have 
been approved by the court, be served on the clerk of the 
said township of Bayonne, to be kept by him with the other 
papers and writings of his office, and the said township 
clerk shall within ten days after the receipt by him of the 
said certified copy of the said commissioners’ return and as- 
sessment, give notice thereof in writing to each of the said 
owners whose lands may have been taken for such street, . 
avenue or square, and shall also within the time aforesaid 
give like notice to each of the land owners upon whom any

any land owner or land owners whose lands shall have been 
taken for such street, avenue or square, who shall be dissat- 
isfied with the amount awarded to him, her or them, may at 
any time within ten days after the service of such notice 
upon him, her or them, by the township clerk as aforesaid, 
appeal to the board of chosen freeholders of the said county 
of Hudson, by filing with the clerk of the said township of 
Bayonne a notice ot such appeal, and presenting within the 
said ten days to the director of the said board of chosen 
freeholders a petition requesting said board of chosen free- 
holders to review said assessment, when it shall be the duty 
of the board of chosen freeholders, within thirty days from 
the time of the presentation of the said petition to their 
director, to appoint three of their number, none of whom 
shall be in any way interested in any such assessment to be 
reviewed, who shall proceed to review the whole of said as- 
sessment, and affirm or alter the same in such manner as to 
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them shall seem equitable and just, the party appealing giv- 
Ing at least ten days’ notice of the time and place of their 
meeting to review said assessment, by setting up written 
notices thereof. signed by the said chosen treeholders, in

in Congress assembled, to the several state legislatures, be 
and the same is hereby ratified upon the part of this legis-

Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the United 
States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citizens of 
the United -States and of the state wherein they reside. No’ 
state shall make or eriforce any law which shall abridge the 
privileges or immunities of citizens of the United States ; 
nor shall any state deprive any person of life, liberty, or 
property, without due process of law, nor deny to any person. 
within its jurisdiction the equal protection of the laws. 

Sec. 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among the 
several states according to their respective numbers, count- 

' ing the whole number of persons in each state, excluding 
Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote at any elec- 
tion for the choice of electors for President and Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, Representatives in Congress, the 
exeeutive and judicial officers of a state, or the members of

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the legislature thereof, is denied to any of the male inhabi- 


- tants of such state, beng twenty-one years of age, and citi- 


zens of the United States, or in any way abridged, except for 
participation in rebellion or other crime, the basis of repre- 
sentation therein shall be reduced in the proportion which 
the number of such male citizens shall bear to the whole 
number of male citizens twenty-one years of age in such 
state.

Sec. 8. No person shall be a Senator or Representative in 
Congress, or elector of President and Vice President, or hold 
any office, civil or military, under the United States, or un- 
der any state, who, having previously taken an oath, as a 
member of Congress, or as an officer of the United States, 
or as a member of any state legislature, or as an executive 
or judicial officer of any state, to support the Constitution 
of the United States, shall have engaged in insurrection or 
rebellion against the same, or given aid or comfort to the 
enemies thereof.

Sec, 4, The validity of the public debt of the United 
States authorized by law, including debits incurred for pay- 
ment of pensions and bounties for services In suppressing 
insurrection or rebellion, shall not be questioned.
